The Forward Movement Com- 
Discipleship in Action mission chose a very helpful 

subject for the thought of the 
Church during Lent and the Easter season. “Disciple- 
ship” sums up the Christian life. To follow Christ, to 
learn of Christ, to share the mind of Christ—that is 
the Christian life. 

The emphasis during Lent was put, by the leaflets 
distributed under the direction of the Commission, 
upon the meaning of discipleship. That of this Easter 
season is upon the disciple in action. “Our Risen Lord 
Leads His Church to United Action” is the sub-title 
of the leaflet. The fields of action are brought vividly 
before us. The pastoral relationship to Christ; the 
home; the parish; society; the world; these fields are 
those in which we must live and work. Then comes 
Ascension and the kingship of Christ and Pentecost, 
with the outpouring of the spirit of power. 

Now the reason I am repeating all this, which 
every user of the leaflet knows for himself, is to em- 
phasize the way in which this discipleship relation to 


Christ grows out from responsibility for the simple, 


rsonal duties of home and our immediate circle 
into responsibility toward parish and Church and 
world. We like our own way and in Church affairs 
forget that the work of the parish and the Church is 
the larger work of which ours is a part. We love our 
own parish and forget that the parish has its place 
only as a part of the larger whole of Diocese and 
Church. Our parochialism is of the same type as the 
kind of patriotism which sees no further than what 
appear to be the interests of our own country and 
forgets that our country is part of the family of na- 
tions and can do its duty, as God would have it, only 
as it recognizes that larger responsibility to that big- 
ger family. 

A parish which is not “missionary,” which has no 
touch upon or sense of responsibility for the larger 
work of the Church, is corporately like the individual 
Christian who can see the interests of his parish only 
in terms of his own likes and dislikes. 


So I look to this great Easter season to bring to 
us in this Diocese a broader outlook, a larger sym- 
pathy, a deeper concern for the work of Christ’s 
Church and thus a real longing for the outpouring of 
the spirit of Pentecost. 


As I write this, sitting at my desk in my\ 
Peace study, I look out over the bay and see the 

great fleet moving out through the Golden 
Gate for the Pacific maneuvers. It is an impressive 
sight but it is well known that it is more than a mere 
symbol of the greatness and power of our country. 
It is well known that this fleet practice this summer 
is most provocative of ill-feeling in Japan. Literally 
thousands of persons have protested against it but the 
old psychology still holds. The world, not wanting 
war, goes on constantly doing things which move 
toward war, create the wrong attitude and hurt the 
cause of peace.

on their attendance on the Sundays during Lent. Most 

of the reports have come in. There has been, of course, 

no record of this kind with which they can be com- 

pared. These reports form bases for later testing of 
our progress in this matter. 

But the reports are interesting. Many of them seem 
to be most encouraging. They cover the three services 
normally held in each church and in two instances a 
fourth service held at the Sunday School hour, to 
which many parents as well as older scholars come. 
The average for Sundays during Lent begins with one 
report of 608. Next comes one over 500, another over 
400 and several between 300 and 400. 

Each of these reports in order to be rightly inter- 
preted must be put in relation to the communicant list 
of the local parish. That is, of course, out of place here 
but it is interesting to note that the reports now re- 
ceived from the parishes total an average attendance, 
including two Sundays of heavy rain, of nearly 6000. 
If we add the smaller missions whose reports come to 
my office, in any case we should have somewhere be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000 as the average attendance of 
those Sundays. There are about 15,000 communicants 
registered in the Diocese. In other words, less than 
half—perhaps considerably less than half—make up 
this average. There is no way of telling how many of

The Churchmen’s Round Table gave a dinner at the 
Stewart Hotel on Wednesday, April 24, with the clergy 
of the Diocese as their guests. 

Mr. Theo Dredge presided as toastmaster and intro- 
duced the speakers with happy remarks. 

The Rev. James P. Turner, D. D., was the first 
speaker. His subject was “Looking Forward.” Dr. 
Turner spoke on the meaning of apostolic Christianity 
as a life filled with the moral and spiritual dynamic 
which they carried into action. The Church of today 
has become too much involved with the material 
aspects of organization, finances, buildings, statistics 
and so forth. It has lost, too largely, the spiritual 
power of the resurrection life of Jesus. The great need 
of today is to recover that lost enthusiasm. With that 
power the Church of the future will be able to conquer 
the world of evil and selfishness. 

The second speaker was Mr. F. M. Lee, who spoke 
on the subject “Looking Backward.” Mr. Lee chose 
several periods of the past to illustrate the growth and 
development of the Church. He showed that the 
Church of the present carries over from the past the 
accumulated wisdom and power of the past and with 
it builds the Church of the future. 

Bishop Parsons closed with a word of hearty appre- 
ciation of the hospitality of the Churchmen’s Round 
Table and the happy co-operation of the clergy and 
laity of the Diocese in promoting the work of the 
Church and dismissed the gathering with his blessing.

Harvey; and “Parish Problems—a Symposium,” by 
the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix. Two courses will deal 
with missions.

W. R. H. Hodgkin, D. D., will be con- 
cerned with “Suburban and Rural Problems.” The 
other will be entitled, “Why Missions?” and will be 
conducted by the Rev. Oscar Green of Palo Alto and 
the Rev. W. W. Jennings of San Francisco.

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Whitsunday Offering 


In accordance with a plan generally followed by 
Dioceses throughout our Church, our Diocese increas- 
ed its pledge to the National Council by 25 per cent, 
pledging $12,500. As last year, with the added help 
of the Everyman’s Offering andghalf the Whitsunday 
Offering, the Diocese sent the National Council $15,- 
400, this year’s pledge does not seem unreasonable. 

This means that the Diocesan Working Fund will 
have only $19,700, which is less than it received from 
the pledges of ishes in 1934, though the total 

ledged for in 1935 by parishes and missions was 
,133, an increase of $1,100. 

The appropriations for the Diocesan Working Fund 
are a little larger than the expenditures of 1934, the 
chief differences being an increase in the Department 
of Church Extension from $13,340 to $14,505 and in 
the Department of Religious Education from $1,120 
to $1,700. 

The shortage, therefore, in the Diocesan Working 
Fund, as estimated on February 19, would amount 
to $2,529.45. The Diocesan Council thought it should 
not reduce its budget until it had made every effort 
to balance it. It appeals to you for a generous Whit- 
sunday Offering. 

The National Council supports members of the 
Diocese, both at home gnd abroad. Among our mem- 
bers working outside the Diocese are the Rt. Rev. 
John W. Nichols, D. D., the Suffragan Bishop of 
Shanghai; Miss Mary Dawson, in the Philippines; 
Deaconess Todd, in Nevada; and Miss Ruth Harmon, 
in Arizona. In addition, there are several who have 
studied in the schools within the Diocese. Among 
them, Miss Olive Meacham, who is in Liberia. 

The increase in the diocesan budget is due, chiefly, 
to raising two salaries which were as low as $60 a 
month for full-time work and to making some pro- 
vision for the expenses of the director of Religious 
Education and to making some (though inadequate 
provision for continuing in the Salinas Valley the 
work of Deaconess Phelps, who is leaving for a year’s 
vacation.

these people came twice on a Sunday nor how many 
total individuals the 6,500 includes. But in any case it 
shows that we have a long way to go before we have 
an average attendance of the churches of the Diocese 
which would compare favorably with the list of regis- 
tered communicants. 

I submit these general conclusions for the interest 
of the Diocese as a whole and commend to the par- 
ishes the keeping of accurate records in this matter 
and comparison with the number of communicants.

To My Fellow Pilgrims: 


The happy opportunities for e 
are at hand. On swore « June 1, we will assemble 
at the Good Shepherd, Ninth and Hearst streets, in 
Berkeley. Those who come from San Francisco should 
take a Hyde street ferry to Berkeley, leaving San 
Francisco at 8:50 a. m. or earlier. The pilgrimage 
will leave the Good Shepherd promptly at 9:30 a. m. 


The route will take us past St. Matthew’s, Berke- 
ley; St. Augustine’s, St. John’s, True Sunshine and 
All Saints, Oakland; Trinity, Hayward; St. James, 
Centerville, and Trinity, San Jose. We will. pause here 
and there as time permits and arrive at about 1:00 
p. m. at St. Stephen’s, Gilroy, for lunch. Pilgrims 
take their lunch and hope the good people of Gilroy 
will provide them with coffee. From Gilroy we jour- 
ney to St. Luke’s, Hollister. After there we 
journey on past the entrance to the A-1 Ranch to 
King City, where dinner will be provided by the 
Guild. It will cost us 50 cents. 

Following the dinner we will have service in St. 
Mark’s, the Bishop preaching. Next morning the Holy 
Communfon will be celebrated at 7:30 a. m. and we 
should leave King City at 9:00 a. m. After a pause at 
San Ardo about 9:30, we journey on to San Miguel 
and turn east (to the left), across the railroad just 
north of the station and follow up Vineyard Canyon, 
along a road marked with Wayside Cross signs and 
situs of the Bear Valley Ranch, till we arrive at 
Inspiration Point about 10:50 a. m., in time for the 
11:00 a. m. service. 

This year the service at the cross will be in the 
nature of a memorial to the Rev. Charles L. Thacke- 
ray, who built the cross in memory of Bishop 
Nichols, to whom the view from Inspiration Point 
was a true inspiration. Mr. Thackeray was for about 
thirteen years in charge of the Church’s work in the 
area around Paso Robles. It is needless to say that 
the people to whom he ministered hold his memory 
in the highest esteem and affection. 

The pilgrimage this year is about a month later 
than last year and even later than two years ago. It 
would have been glorious if we could have counted 
on the weather and heid the pilgrimage during the 
wild flower season, for, as I wrote in the April issue, 
the wild flowers have been more beautiful this year 
than for many, many years back. | 


Pilgrims who desire reservations at King City 
should write to the Rev. Penrose Hirst at King City 
or to me. I should like to recommend, as I did last 
year, to those who do not have to hurry back, that 
they should spend Sunday night at Paso Robles or at 
King City and take in St. Luke’s, Jolon, and the 
Spanish mission of San Antonio de Padua, about six 
miles from Jolon. It would be worth while to take 
time to visit the old mission of San Juan Bautista, 
which is not on the new highway. 


The Wayside Cross service brings together the peo- 
ple of the Salinas Valley and gives people from the 
rest of the Diocese an opportunity to meet them and 
to rejoice in our larger fellowship. Looking forward

New Mission in Berkeley 


In the spring of 1931 the Rev. F. B. Bartlett, now 
Bishop of North Dakota, made a survey of conditions 
in the bay region for our diocesan Standing Commit- 
tee. One of his most emphatic recommendations was 
that All Souls Parish, Berkeley—or the Diocese, if the 
parish was unable to undertake this venture—should 
start work in the northwestern part of Berkeley. 


The need was clear; the only difficulty was that in 
these depression days, when balancing one’s normal 
budget turns treasurers’ heads prematurely gray, it 
seemed almost impossible for All Souls Parish to un- 
dertake new financial obligations. A Church School 
had been started in the district but had to be aban- 
doned in 1930 because of the heavy financial drain. 
With a much smaller income it seemed hazardous to 
undertake a venture which had proved too burden- 
some. As the need of the new work became increas- 
ingly clear to the rector and vestry of All Souls the 
matter was again considered and means discussed 
whereby All Souls could minister to the district with- 
out a heavy deficit. It became clear that if this work 
were quickly to become self-supporting it must be 
started on a larger scale than the Church School cen- 
ter suggested by Mr. Bartlett. 


The Masonic Temple was leased and regular ser- 
vices began. The lodge room is used for service and 
the social hall for Church School classes. As the lodge 
room had to be converted into a church each Satur- 
day night, special sanctuary furniture which could be 
quickly assembled and, when not in use, packed into 
a small space, had to be designed. Mr. Cecil Dunn 
and Mr. Eliot Gates gave many weeks of devoted 
java to designing and building removable sanctuary 

urniture. 


Service is held each Sunday from 9:30 to 10:30. 
Children attend this service with their parents, being 
dismissed to their classes before the sermon. The rec- 
tor of All Souls Parish takes the service, assisted b 
Messrs. G. M. Williams and Dwight Weld, lay rea 
ers. An adult choir and a girls’ choir has been organ- 
ized by Miss Claire McClure, organist, and Mrs. I. 
M. Willis and already are doing excellent work. Each 
of these choirs has about a dozen regular members. 
The girls’ choir sang the anthem on Low Sunday. A 
Service Guild also has been organized. Mrs. Frank 
Child, chairman of the Solano Avenue Auxiliary, has 
been tireless in her efforts to build up the work for 
women. The Auxiliary met weekly during Lent and 
expects to meet twice a month in future. The men’s 
committee has been responsible for building the 
church each week, for supplying a corps of sidesmen 
and aiding in other ways. 


The attendance has been most encouraging from 
the very first Sunday and it has increased a little al- 
most every Sunday. The lodge room is always com- 
fortably filled for the service. The Church School, un- 
der the effiicent direction of Mrs. Ovenden, is doing 
good work. The majority of both adults and children 
who attend were able only rarely, if ever, to attend 
service before. It is satisfactory to note that the of- 
ferings have been more than sufficient to pay the rent.

“A Cathedral Singer” 


James Lane Allen’s charming story, “A (-athedral 
Singer,” might have been inspired by our Cathedral 
had it been standing a generation ago.

Direction Lawrence F. Moore 
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Summer School in Religion at St. Margaret’s 


There will be a summer school in religion at St. 
Margaret’s House, June 10 to 21. The purpose of this 
school is to give an opportunity for directed study and 
reading to the professional and lay leadership in the 
Church, as well as others who are interested in study 
of religion. This school will in no way duplicate the 
Asilomar Conference but should supplement it. 

Bishop Parsons will give two evening addresses, on 
June 10 and 11. 

The Rev. Harry Watts, chairman of the Department 
of Social Service of the Diocese of Colorado, will give 
a course in “Modern Trends in Christian Citizenship,” 
which will outline the history of “Christian Social 
Service” and the principles on which Christian thought 
and action should proceed in each of the fields of social 
service. 

The Rev. William Cowans of Redlands, California, 
will offer a course in “The Life of the Spirit” which 
will interpret life contacts in terms of spiritual values 
and help in developing techniques for Christian living. 

The Rev. Lloyd Brant Thomas of Oakland, a mem- 
ber of the Department of Religious Education of the 
Diocese, will give a course on “The Historic Jesus,” 
based on the Gospels of St. Mark and St. Luke. 

Miss Avis Harvey, director of the Department of Re- 
ligious Education of the Diocese, will give a course on 
religious education which will not only have in it the 
techniques for the work of the Church School but dis- 
cussion of modern trends along religious education 
lines. 

Miss Anna M. Clark, on the staff of St. Margaret’s 
and for many years a specialist in rural work, will 
give a course in “Rural Backgrounds” and also one in 
“Adult Education.” This latter course will deal with 
some significant trends in adult education, both in city 
and country, and some time will be spent on methods, 
especially the discussion method.

Forward Movement 


There are a few copies of the pamphlet for the 
Eastertide season “Disciples of the Living Christ” at 
the diocesan house. The Diocese used nearly 12,800 
copies. 

The Forward Movement Commission is preparing 
three courses for the clergy to be used at summer 
conferences. The first course is “The Rector and Par- 
ish Management.” It is being prepared by a group of 
clergy and laity of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. The 
second course is “The Spiritual Preparation of the 
Priest” and is being prepared under the direction of 
the Rev. Alexander C. Zabriskie, S. T. D. of the Alex- 
andria Seminary. The third course is “The Place of 
Prayer and Meditation in the Life of the Laity and 
Clergy.” This is being prepared under the direction 
of Bishop Booth of Vermont. 

A short outline of the first course has been sent out 
and asks a few questions, such as: “Who plans the 
program ?” “What are the people’s interests?” “What 
part does the rector play?” And then it goes on with 
a program to discuss “The parish church as a center 
of worship,” “Tne principal educational needs of 
children and adults,” “The Church’s services to the 
community,” “The parish and the program of the 
Diocese and general Church,” “The building of the 
budget.” | 

Plans are being made also to have a number of 
clergy specially prepared to help conference commit- 
tees in the conduct of these courses. 


Bishop Kemper’s Centenary 

Only one American Episcopal Bishop has a centen- 
ary in 1935—Jackson Kemper, generally known as 
Missionary Bishop of the Northwest. Elected by Gen- 
eral Convention of 1835 and consecrated on Septem- 
ber 25 he was the first of a long line of missionary 
bishops, the first to be officially sent out by the Epis- 
copal Church to establish the Church’s work in that 
wholly new area. 

Bishop Wilson of Eau Claire, who is one of the 
fifteen bishops now occupying the territory to which 
Bishop Kemper was sent, writes “His original terri- 
tory comprised the States of Indiana, Missouri, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and vague parts of Iowa, Nebraska 
and Kansas. After scratching this enormous field for 
nineteen years he settled down in 1854 as the first 
Bishop of Wisconsin—enough for any man.” 


The death of Bishop Vincent on January 14 leaves 


the Rt. Rev. Lemuel Henry Wells senior Bishop both 
in age and in order of consecration. Bishop Wells was 
born December 3, 1841, in Yonkers, N. Y., and was 
consecrated first Missionary Bishop of Spokane De- 
cember 16, 1892. He retired in 1913 and now lives in 
Tacoma. The Presiding Bishop who consecrated him, 
John Williams of Connecticut, was born in 1817.

A Summary on Episcopal Giving 

The sum of $30,417,501 was given by Episcopal 
Church members in the United States for all Church 
purposes—-parochial, diocesan and general—in 1933, 
according to the United Stewardship Council, which 
summarizes the giving of twenty or more commun- 
ions. The distribution of this total between parish, 
diocese and general Church (i.e., its national and mis- 
sionary work) may be considered from three points 
of view: 

Of the total there was given: For parish work, 
$26,835,133; for diocesan work, $1,830,777; for gen- 
eral Church, $1,751,591—exclusive of trust funds and 
legacies. 

The average per capita was $15.52. Each person 
gave: For local parish, $13.69; for diocese, 93 cents; 
for general Church, 89 cents. Support of the episco- 
pate is included in the first item.

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Do Our Colleges Destroy Religion?

Many people believe, quite falsely, that what one 
learns in college destroys religion. Some graduates 
have no religion but possibly the fault does not lie 
with the college. It is more likely that the fault lies 
in the shabby bit of pseudo religion that was their 
only spiritual equipment stock-in-trade when they 
matriculated. If a boy had to list his spiritual equip- 
ment along with his intellectual accomplishments when 


he applied for entrance to college the following would 


be a fair sample: Courses in religion, perfect attend- 
ance in kindergarten department of St. Average 
Church. More or less regular attendance in church 
school until high school age. Took in all the dances 
and some of the meetings of the Young People’s Fel- 
lowship. Went to church about once a month. What I 
know: A few Bible stories; that there are two sacred 
books called the Old Testament and the New Testa- 
ment; that Jesus Christ, a good man who worked a 
- Jot of miracles, was born on Christmas, died on 
Good Friday and rose on Easter. What I believe: 
That there is a God, though I haven’t the slightest 
idea why; that I ought to believe in Jesus Christ, who 
is going to save me from something or other; that 
when I die I am going to a heaven filled with gold 
stieets and pearly gates, harps and angels. 

Cut out those who came to college with no re- 
ligion worthy of the name, cut out of our calculation 
those smart alecs who turn from everything they 
have learned before entering the sophmore class 
and I honestly believe that we would discover that 
cour fears of college as a source of atheism would be 
groundless. In fact we might be surprised at the 
spiritual dynamic in a college faculty, in college stu- 
dents and in college graduates.

o. Remembering Jesus’ question “What do ye more 
than others?” undertake some personal service or 
study, preferably in fellowship with others in some 
group, which is an endeavor to apply Christian prin- 
ciples to life and work today. 

6. Participate regularly in public worship as pro- 
vided by the Church and take your full share in its 
support and work, remembering that a generous, God- 
like spirit will express itself in these as in other 
ways.

ces speak to us of God. I remember 


visiting the Cathedral at Cologne. I suppose it is the 
most magnificent example of gothic architecture in 
the world. And I recall, vividly as though it had hap- 
pened yesterday, how, passing in from the crowded 


city streets, the thought of the presence of God was 
overwhelming. I knew He was present in the teeming 
city. I knew He was present in the crowded thorough- 
fare. I knew that where the stir and traffic were the 
infinite Spirit was not far away. And yet it is one 
thing to know and it is quite another thing to feel; 
and in the calm and solemn quiet of the Cathedral 1 
felt that God was there. That is what spiritual men 
have always felt under the silence of the starry sky. 
That is why they have always thought of God when 
they lifted up their eyes unto the hills. Our noisy, talk- 
ative life is like the surge breaking on the margin of 
the shore, and away beyond it is the silent ocean carry- 
ing the message of infinity. We lose our sense of God 
in a great city far more readily than lonely dwellers 
do. And we lay the blame of that upon a score of 
things—on the strain of business, on our abundant 
pleasures. Perhaps there is a deeper reason than all 
these—it is the loss of the ministry of silence.
